NEW IMPROVED EXTRA STRENGTH DIPLOMACY (Colonial Diplomacy II) 

1. The 1976 rules of Diplomacy are in effect with the following changes. 

2. Victory condition is now 22 units. (II) 

3. There are now 42 supply centers on the board. (V) 

4. Each great power starts with units in all of their home centers: <VI.3) 

Austria: A Vienna, A Budapest, A Trieste, F Albania 
England: F London, F Edinburgh, A Liverpool, F Egypt (nc) 
France: A Paris, A Marseilles, F Brest, F Algeria 
Germany: A Berlin, A Munich, F Kiel, A Silesia 
Italy: A Rome, A Venice, F Naples, F Tripoli 

Russia: A Moscow, A Warsaw, F StPetersburg(sc), A Livonia, F Sevastopol (sc)

5. Sinai contains a canal between the Eastern Mediterranean and the Red Sea. 
This province is treated the same as Kiel and Constantinople. (VII. 3A) 

6. There are three provinces designated as disband provinces: Sevastopol, 
Armenia, and Persia. These provinces help in moving units into and out of the 
Caspian area. Sevastopol can be used only by Russians, Armenia can be used only 
by Turks, and Persia can be used by anybody. In these provinces a unit can move 
Off the Board in the fall. Then in the winter the oposite unit may be built, 
there unless the province was occupied in that fall move by another unit. If the 
oposite unit is not built that winter when it could have been, it is considered 
a winter" disband. If it was not built because the province was occupied it is 
considered a fall annihilation.
